Winston 
was taken home. He is delir- 
ious, and physicians say he will 
die. 

Officers were soon notified, 
and Sheriif D. B. Bailey, De- 
puty Sam Campbell and Jailer-

suit of Herron, who bad gotten 
on his horse and gone down 
Lepper street to the public 
w^. As the officers approach 
ed him he refused to be arrest- 
ed, and brandishing his whip 
in one hand, seemed to be at- 
tempting to draw a pistol with 
the other.

Prior to tho age of tbe 
diaoorory Id which Columbus la the 
ntoat lUnatrioM figure, known facta wue 
not ^bought absoint^ly nee'lful in tne 
dniTv^ng of mapa. Maiw woro ploiity; 
f4ct.s for them wero used as far oa thoy 
would go; nfter tho facta were exhaust- 
ed, geograpliicnl t!ii>oiio3 snawerCd aa 
well. 

Tliun rtoleiny. In the map which 
served Euro|»e for a dozen centuries, 
sketcheil the lauds nlx)nt the Moditerriv- 
nean with at h.oat a rixJugnirabU) degreo 
of correctnesa. Unt when ho reoched 
tho limits of the explored rc;;lons bo did 
not hesitate to tiuish his map; be simply 
put beyond the known f rontiera wlut ha 
thought ought to be there: g^bMavifl 
that beyond tho viaited pa^t(naof tit 
earth were only net deeerta or impen- 
etrable awompa. Be hod no idoa of 
open ooeana beyond the known lands. 
Ptolemy, however, nnderatood and rep- 
resented the sphericity of the eartk 
What ia still inoro curious, bo estitnaiad 
tho earth's circuniferenoe n-stonlshlngly 
near the ti iith. llo made it only U,U(jO 
miles to<i lidle. 

Dut after Ptolemy, almut SIO A. D., 
n geoj;rai)her of the churi li r.n m' w lioso 
name was Cosmai. lie scorned tho 
blii."l>hemous i.lea th.it tho earth waa 
.•ound. He laid out the whole univereo 
in about tlief-!i.i[ieof a "S;iratoga tnink," 
to follow tlio figui-e of l^rofusaotr John 
Visko. 

Dm dlsicovororshad been i)i\shing east- 
ward acrom Asia. Koma utonka Rnt 
ot)t aa miiaionarioa, ia about l&IO A. D., 
learned from ClUneae whom they fell iu 
with that on the eaatem tltoro of China 
wns a vast ocean.

Ono of the moiit striking anggeationa 
fbr tbo loeal obsei-vatices of Uolnmbna 
Day la that in every town and city la 
tbo l.ind tlw aolioolii parade aftor tho 
morning estwiiiaM of tbo oelabratlon.

The Ideaa of Ptolemy alx>at tbo apher- 
Iclty of tho uarth were beginning to bo 
hold agnin. It waa therefore not a 
great leap to think that perhaiM the 

ocean on the ejist of Clilnaond the ocean 
on the west of tip -in were the Ktiuo 
ocean. Roger Dacon thought so, aayii:^' 
ho fmiclcsl the distance from Si»;i!ii to 
A.-^l.i w;i;i iK t bo very t'leat, C'l.lniubu.'i 
thou:,'ht Fo toi». Ho never dreamed n 
continent l.iy !>' twecu. Ho ar^cued that 
by li.id only to Piiil westward and ho 
vol.! ! ; ooti l oiiie to the ea.'-.lrru eo.'ist of 
China ur .la^ian. or, aa lio called theui 
Cbnfan and Zipangn. 
< (A>lambas won aided by tho map work 
of Toai^anelli. Thia diatliigniabud aa- 
tronumer, wbodrew bitnwp nbont 1-ITO, 
cnlcnlatcd the circumference of tho 
earth prodl.'ilously near tbo truth— ho 
ma<le it only 1?t iniloa too great. Thid 
aecun'.i y for that day la aimply aniu- 
iii'.^ 'roica'i; Hi. however, Waa all iu 
dreamland about Afi:\; ho elongated 
Asia till it cuven d tlio whole Pacific 
ocean. Then lie pictun d o[i( n ocean, 
lii';;;!iiii:i,i{ lit a'ioi.t tho loii;,'itude of 
C'.iliionii.i a:. I c.xti'iidiii;; (M-it to Europe. 

Columbus p'lr.'il over this iiuip and 
carried it witli hi:ii on l:i."> voya;,'o !us the 
nearest tiling' to a chart v. hich was ob- 
taiual.li). Ncverlhi Ics.i C'l Iambus li:ul 
a theury of his own about the width of 
the Atlantic ocean and about the clr- 
cumfereucotsf the earth. Culnuibos bo- 
iioTod that YoecanoUi'a flgnro of the 
eartb'a clrcnmfereaoo waa ml too large; 
so instead uf nboat Uio tme drctuufer- 
enoe Colnmbiu went bock and iioceptod 
Ptolemy's estimate, nnd Ihua inada It 
U,1300 miles too little. I'.o calculated 
that to reach tho wonderful Island of 
Zipnn^u, or Japan, be would havo to 
sail only alx>ut 2,.'i<X) miles from tho 
Canal icM. In other words, he put Japan 
a little nearer Luvopi' than the West 
liidii'.'S. Coluuibua E<iurezed the earth 
up till he luiule its circmnfereiico juut 
too HKiall for America Yet tho conti- 
m'lit that Ids theory made innio.iBiblo 
v.as to Is; hi.^ iiiiiiiorl;;! i;lory. 

It wiui very lucky, however, that Co- 
lumbus thus juuipcd America in bia 
reckoning, and that Tosconelli bad 
stretched Aaia ocrooa to Ualifitmia. For 
had Columbna known that the real dis- 
tance from the Canaries to Japan waa 
la.OOOmileelM of ooune woold never 
have drcoiued of undertaking that voy- 
age; America would have waited for 
licr diacoveror till she revealed her proa- 
eiice by some accident. 

Hero are two e«cee<lin^'ly Interesting 
facts: Columbus 8;iih d wenlwiud with 
a Kcicntitic piirixiae, iu u Bcientillo hpirit, 
simply in order to deinonstmto tho 
bphei icity of the earth lus n priK-tical 
im iiii.i of M ..( hlT:„' China, and In jirix-'esa 
uf tliat deiiioiisti aiiiiti he ran against on 
unhHike<l for coutiiient. Mark Twain 
tnitlifnlly declui cs that (.'olumbus could 
not help dbioovering America; be only 
had tosalloil till hu bumiied. Yet, though 
the fluding uf Amorloa waa purely on hc- 
vltlent, the whole voyage waa mon of a 
auientiflo nnuortaklttg than If Colambns 
bad fancied a new coatiiiMt ««• to be 
foQwL HodbegonetoaeekaoaatlBont 
be woold have gone only on aneh a kalgfat 
rrriintiiueiitjiibad beonoammoaenoairii 
during the ignorant Middle Agea. It 
would have taken no more bravery aud

his voyage was iiigniftcant bocanae it 
vi-ua undertaken in the interest of science 
— ib(t now seionoe of Itarope. Colnmbua 
WHS tbe iUut moa who bad oared or 
dared rentnro oat throngb what had 
brea oaUod tho Boa of Darknaaa to dem- 
onstrate a tuoperly arrived at aclcutlHc 
theory. This constitntee the real glory 
of (;olnmbu'<overLoif Briceon, wbumay 
havo visittMl Amerioa, bot who was too 
much a barbarian to appreciate ita sig- 
alfleance. 

Tbe other interesting fact Is. that un- 
less Culumbua had made tho laJicrons 
wror in hia .'olenoe be would never have

Whcu tho American supeiintendente 
of education at their Brooklyn meeting 
last winter appointcil their eaecntiro 
committee to takechatgeof tbe national 
public school oelebnittoa of Uolnmbna 
Day, they inatrdbtod tbom aapaehtlly to 
preparoa valbni pwgramimof eaer- 
cbwaAwall loooHtte. 

This official programme ia now pub- 
lished. It provides specifically for a 
morning celebration in the school houses, 
aud suggestiona nro modo for aftortuMu 
demonstrations in which scboola bad 
eltlaena may unite. The monilag mn- 
monies nro to lie aa folluwa:

Tbe final foatnre ia the read- 
ing of tho ode of Columbus Day. This 
new poem, by fldna Dean Proctor, is a 
maaterjiiLiccL It will take high and per- 
manent rank na an Americuu classic.
